I believe one of the greatest ques- 
tions that can be asked today is “Why 
do men and women reject the offer of 
salvation?” There is, evidently, more 
preaching of the truth today than in 
any other day. The Church has great- 
er opportunity via radio of making 
the message known, and is using that 
medium more and more; yet, men 
and women will listen time after time, 
and still reject the message, and the 
hope that is offered to them. 

When we look at the history of Bi- 
ble times, we realize this is not a new 
experience. Men of all ages have re- 
jected the off2r of salvation. Look into 
the days of Noah, the preacher of 
righteousness, and there you will find 
that men and women who heard the 
message, and saw the preparation be- 
ing made, rejected the message, and 
despised the way of hope, and per- 
ished in the waters. 

Then there is the story told of the 
men and women of Sodom. What an 
opportunity they had to hear the mes- 
sage. God sent angels down to them 
to warn them of the impending doom, 
but they would not heed, and, even as 
Lot’s wife, they perished. Well might 
we ask “WHY?” 

The men and women of Israel re- 
a the message of salvation and 

ope that was offered them by the 
prophets, and when Christ came they 
rejected Him as their King. Was there 
insufficient proof that this was the 
Messiah? Did not a thousand years of 
prophecy identify Him? Could they 
not believe that the miracles and 
words of the Son of God were truth? 
Yes, I believe there was plenty of evi- 
dence. In fact, they fully accepted 
that “this was that prophet” that 
should come. Then why? WHY? 
WHY? Why was His message not ac- 
cepted? Why was His way spurned? 
Ww. y did they prefer to live in their 
sinful state with its awful condemna- 
tion rather than live the life of right- 
eousness, which even the law demand- 
ed, and in peace with God? 

There must be reasons why people 
do not accept Him. It cannot be that 
the message is not going out with 
truth and power, for many are com- 
ing to Christ; many are being healed: 
many are being sanctified and filled 
with the precious Holy Ghost. Some 
men would say that spiritual power 
is lacking, but God has never, and 
will never, take power from His 
church. His promise is that He will 
always be with those “that believe,” 
and His promise of signs .to follow 
can be relied upon. The signs will, and 
do follow those that believe.

The pastor and 
worker lay hands on the sick, and 
they do recover. Devils are being cast 
out; the blind are made to see; the 
deaf hear; and the lame walk. The 

wer of God, the “dumamis,” is as it 
as always been, and God is still 
working through His church. Then 
why do men, in great masses, not ac- 
cept the truth and be saved? 

I believe the answer is to be found 
in the scripture. God knew and, 
therefore, recorded that in the last 
days “perilous times would come.” 
Men and women today do not believe 
because the “God of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which be- 
lieve not lest the light of the glorious 
gospel of Christ .. . should shine unto 
them.” That is Satan’s work; he is 
the darkener of men’s minds, and we 
read that they have “the understand- 
ing darkened because of the 
blindness of the heart.’ Men today 
can understand with the _ intellect 
that they need salvation, and so they 
“do” many things in an endeavor to 
obtain it. Oh, that gd would under- 
stand with the heart that it is not by 
works, but that it is the free gift of 
God! It is the grace of God, a cruci- 
fied Saviour, that is their salvation. 

We do not wonder, as we listen to 
many of the messages that go out to 
men and women dying in sin, that 
they cannot understand the truth. 
Men today preach a social gospel, a 
bloodless religion, a sinning Christ, a 
dead and forgotten Redeemer, a dis- 
tant God. How can men believe? Why? 
Why do men not believe? Because 
they. listen to “blind leaders of the 
blind,” men who have “changed the 


truth of God into a lie” until “the 
way of truth is evil spoken of.” How 
can men believe? 

Paul told Timothy that “in the last 
days men shall ... have a form of 
godliness and deny the power there- 
of,” and that they “shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and shall 
be turned unto fables.” One would be- 
lieve that Paul could see down the 
1950 years of time to this clay. Church 
of God men today have the greatest 
opportunity that was ever given. We 
need not fear, because we have the 
truth. We should be more than thank- 
ful that God has seen fit to bring us 
into the truth, and then has seen fit 
to send us out with that truth to give 
to the world. I love the scripture that 
says, “Where sin abounded, grace did 
much more abound.” The more Satan 
tries to lead men astray, the more the 
grace of God will fight the truth. To- 
day we may see men go their own 
way in spite of the gospel, as in all 
other ages, but right up until Jesus 
comes souls will find the Saviour; 
a will be healed, and Jesus glori- 

ed. 

Why do men and women reject sal- 
vation? Because Satan, the father of 
lies, is not yet put into his place, but, 
hallelujah, there is deliverance for the 
captives, sight for the blind, healing 
for the sick, and peace instead of con- 
demnation to those that believe and 
put their confidence in Him. “This is 
a faithful saying and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into this world to save sinners,” and, 
reader, if you have not yet given your 
heart and life into His safekeeping, 
this is the day and the hour to do so. 
Why not?

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DECLARATION OF FAITH 


WE BELIEVE 

1. In the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible. 

2. In one God eternally existing in 
three persons; namely, the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost.

If you will look around, you will see 
that the very thing which was the 
cause of our growth and well-being, 
Satan has taken and is using to his 
own advantage.

But do 
they believe in, and live, Bible sancti- 
fication? The answer to that is “No.”

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LIVING FAITH 


By Perdue Stanley, Pastor at Marietta, Ga. 


“As it is written, the just shall live 
by faith,” Rom. 1:17. 


Martin Luther is recognized in 
church history as being one of the 
champions of the concept of faith in 
man’s relationship to God. His concept 
of faith has een summarized— 
“What Jesus did once for all in history 
we see by faith; and by faith the sub- 
jective counterpart is realized in us. 

Faith is more than taking hold of a 
mental fact by a stretch of the imag- 
ination. It involves committing the 
life to Christ in such a way that we 
live with Him and He lives in us. His 
words must become alive in our souls 
which He expressed through the writ- 
er of the Apocalypse—“I am he that 
liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I 
am alive for evermore. Amen.” (Rev. 
1:18.) When this is accomplished we 
can see that the writer of Hebrews 
had a grasp on the whole truth when 
he described faith as “the substance 
of things hoped for, and the evidence 
of things not seen.” (Heb. 11:1.) Thus 
we ask, 

WHAT CAN FAITH DO? On that 
eventful night so many centuries ago 
the angels from heaven appeared on 
the Judean hills. They announced the 
birth of Jesus Christ as the Saviour of 
the world. It is by faith in that same 
Jesus that we are born again and 
Christ Jesus becomes a living reality 
in our lives. 

This same Jesus marched through 
the streets of Jerusalem with a cross 
on His shoulder. Making His way to 
Calvary He paid the price of sin for 
the whole world. It is by penitent 
faith that we pay the price for our 
sins when we are reconciled to God 
through the death of Jesus Christ on 
the cross. Because as Jesus died, so we 
die with Him. That is what Jesus 
meant when He said, “If any man 
will come after me, let him deny him- 
self, take up his cross daily and follow 
me.” 

Then, as Jesus rose from the dead 
and lives today, exalted at the right 
hand of God, so it is that by faith 
we, too, who were once dead in tres- 
— and sins, are made alive and 
ive unto God. Paul expresses it very 
beautifully in his Galatian letter, “I 
am crucified with Christ, nevertheless, 
I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me.” It is by faith that we receive 
this principle of life. 

It should be borne in mind, however, 
that this wonderful experience of 
faith comes only to those who live 
with Christ, for Christ, and like 
Christ. The best example of this is 
the fact that the early Christians 
lived in this spirit. In the midst of 
death they found life. Persecutions 
came and threatened the existence of 
each one as well as the life of the 
whole movement. Instead of destroy- 
ing Christianity, it served only to fan 
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the flames of zeal and determination 


‘that resulted in a widespread growth 


that would not have been accom- 
plished otherwise. When the suffering 
became so intense that it was almost 
unbearable, the sustaining faith that 
Jesus had gone that way before 
caused them to bear it gladly rather 
than be overwhelmed by their own 
discomfort. When martyrdom was the 
only alternative to surrendering their 
faith, those heroes of yesteryears laid 
down their lives to preserve the 
Christian heritage for you and me. 
But how do we know that this is 
not just fanciful speculation of what 
might have happened in antiquity? 
Dr. G. Ray Jordan, in one of his ser- 
mons, tells the story of Christians in 
the early era condemned to the mines 
of Africa. It was to be condemned to 
horrors more terrible than death. 
When they arrived in Africa, they 
were brutally whipped. They were 
marched into the rocky valley with 
the glaring sun burning their bodies. 
When they arrived at the mines, their 
foreheads were branded much the 
same as cattle. Their chains were 
shortened so that as long as the 
should live their bodies were bent. 
Sometimes a careless or angry guard 
might punch out the eye of a prison- 
er. Each one was given a pick and a 
lamp and turned into the mine to 
spend his life in endless terror, driv- 
en to his task by a merciless over- 
seer. Yet, for those Christians, the life 
of Christ was not extinguished. Across 
the years little prayers were left on 
the walls of the mines. The one word 
that stood out more vividly than all 
the rest was LIFE. There in those 
terrible tunnels those Christians knew 
joy! Why? Because they knew God, 


through Jesus Christ. By faith they 
had Him with them there in the dark- 
ness of their persecutions and He gave 
them power to rise above their suf- 
fering. 

While faith did that for the early 
Christians, the burning question is 

WHAT CAN FAITH DO FOR ME 
TODAY? 


We have only to look about us on 
every hand, and the question immed- 
iately comes to mind, “Why does the 
present crisis take the joy out of life?” 
People are afraid. Once, while fishing 
in a rowboat in a bay, we were drift- 
ing along with the tide without an 
anchor. Almost before anyone noticed 
it, a stiff wind began to blow, and a 
small squall developed. The wind was 
blowing the boat out into the open 
bay. One man in the group could not 
swim and became almost hysterical. 
He grabbed the oars, knowing noth- 
ing about rowing a boat, and began to 
thrash about. He was getting nowhere 
and was endangering the lives of the 
entire group. Finally, we succeeded in 
getting the oars from him, and after 
much effort and tense waiting the 
boat was pulled behind the sea wall 
into safety. The man was afraid be- 
cause he was aware of his insecurity. 

Insecurity always brings fear. Fear 
— anxiety and tension. Lack of 
confidence brings anguish of soul. 
Men must have a _ security about 
which to build a substantial life. 
When Christ does not live in a per- 
son’s life, he is afraid to die. When a 
person is afraid to die, he is afraid 
to live. This removes all pleasure from 
life. Yet, St. Thomas Acquinas has 
said, “No man can live without pleas- 
ure. Therefore, a man deprived of the 
pleasures of the spirit turn to the 
pleasures of the flesh.” Because peo le 
do not have the security of faith, the 
joy of living is gone, and they turn 
to the indulgences of sin and the 
flesh to either forget or get momen- 
tary pleasure. The picture we get is 


‘ that pe are being overcome by the 


world. Where there is no faith, there 
is no living Christ for you; and where

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Ephesians 5:25-27, “Husbands, love 
your wives, even as Christ also loved 
the church, and gave himself for it; 
that he might sanctify and cleanse it 
with the washing of water by the 
word, that he might present it to him- 
self a glorious church, not having 
spot, or e, or any such thing; 
but that it should be holy and with- 
out blemish.” 

The more one reads and studies the 
Word of God, the more he is con- 
vinced that the Church of God is cor- 
rect in its declaration of faith that 
“we believe in the VERBAL inspira- 
tion of the Bible”; that is, that God 
inspired men to use the very words He 
wanted to express to us. 

Our general officials, state over- 
seers, ministers, and members could 
never cherish a higher or more won- 
derful vision or ambition for the 
Church of God than God has already 


expressed in the one word “GLORI-° 


OUS.” I traced the word down in the 
Universal Dictionary, and here is the 
definition: “NOBLE; ILLUSTRIOUS; 
WORTHY OF RECEIVING PRAISE; 
EXCELLENT; EXPIRING RANK; 
DIGNITY; HILARIOUS.” As I studied 
the full meaning of all these words, I 
saw, as never before, what God had 
in mind when He established the 
Church of God, His church, the 
church of His love, THE SAVED, THE 
SANCTIFIED, and Holy-Ghost-filled 
church. 

1. NOBLE. The kingly word. Rev. 
1:5, 6, “Unto him that loved us and 
washed us from our sins in his own 
blood, and hath made us KINGS AND 
PRIESTS unto God and his Father; to 
him be glory and dominion for ever 
and ever. Amen.” Noble—“High in ex- 
cellence; magnaminous; honorable; 
worthy; above all that is mean or dis- 
honorable; generous; liberal; pure.”— 
Universal Dictionary. 

Someone mighty say, “I don’t know 
any church that measures up to that.” 
Well, it most certainly is not HIS 
FAULT. He wants to make it thus. His 

race is sufficient, and I can say, 
rom experience and observation over 
many years, that the Church of God 
is certainly more like this than any- 
thing I know of. I have not been in a 
single Church of God but that I have 
found some who will meet every word 
of this standard. We have more lead- 
ers, ministers, and laymen who are in 
every sense of the word noble than I 
have found anywhere I have been. 

2. ILLUSTRIOUS. “Containing or 
possessing light; conspicious; distin- 
guished; eminent; famous. “Ye are 
the light of the world,” Jesus said to 
the early church. 

Oh, how I thank God for the his- 
toric, heroic, undaunted, indomitable, 
courageous saints of the Most High 
God that brought the light to me. I 
pledge to Jesus to do all I possibly can 
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to get the light on to millions who 
still sit in darkness. Friend, the more 
you study the Bible, the less ashamed 
you will be to step out before all the 
dark hordes of this wicked world, as 
a member of the Church of God, to let 
your light shine. 

3. HONOR. “Respect; testimony of 
high esteem; chastity; purity, mod- 
esty.” No wonder He calls it the 
Church of God. All we have is of God. 
He gave us His own Son, yea, His only 
Son, to die that we might be saved 
from our sins. Sin is the thing that 
would make us disrespectful, bring us 
to reproach, make us unchaste, im- 
pure, immodest. Notice again, “Christ 
GAVE HIMSELF FOR IT, that he 
might sanctify and cleanse it...a 
GLORIOUS CHURCH.” God almighty 
could do no more to show us what 
He wants us to be. Respect—“Called 
by His name. High esteem—‘“Purchas- 
ed with HIS blood.” Chastity—Purity, 
modesty. Where will you find any- 
thing to compare with it, let alone to 
exceed it? Praise and honor to Him! 

4. Worthy of receiving praise. Heb. 
2:11, 12, “For both he that sanctifieth 
and they that are sanctified are all 
of one: for which cause he is not 
ashamed to call them brethren, say- 
ing, I will declare thy name unto my 
brethren, in the midst of the church 


will I sing praise unto thee.” Of 
course, our worth is only through His 
blood. He is made unto us wisdom, 
righteousness, sanctification and re- 
demption.” If He feels this way about 
it, I need feel no embarrassment as I 
acclaim the Church, and as I praise 
Him for the Church. 
5. EXCELLENT. “Exceeding or em- 
inent in quality, power, good.” 
UALITY. Washed in the _ blood, 
saved, and sanctified; everything I 
will let God do for me to make me 
good, free from sin, fruit unto holi- 
ness; POWER OF THE HOLY GHOST. 


6. EXPIRING RANK. “Rank beyond 
which no greater exists.” Thank God 
for the good in all the churches, but 
if we are not in the lead, I believe God 
wants us to be, in everything. I believe 
God wants us to have the very best 
singing, shouting, preaching, Sunday 
Schools, churches, periodicals, and 
missionary offerings. Let’s make it the 
best for Him. 

7. DIGNITY. Too often this Word is 
used to mean “starch, stiffness, dead- 
ness.” That is not the way it is de- 
fined in the dictionary. There it is 
said to mean “moral worth, true no- 
bility of character, a high sense of 
honor and uprightness, with an utter 
contempt for all that is mean and 
dishonorable.” 

A POSITION OF HONOR AND IM- 
PORTANCE. If God had not thought 
the church to be important, He would 
not have used such a word as “glori- 
ous” to define it. 

8. HILARIOUS. “Cheerful, gay, 
mirthful, gaiety.” It is not the long- 
faced, solemn, robed and rigid cere- 
monies that make people hungry for 
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Rev. and Mrs. Bruce W. Watson

Brother Watson says, “On April 12, 
1913, I was married to Martha Louise 
Dorman, who has been a faithful wife. 
We have only one child, a girl. She 
was saved and joined the Church of 
God in Perry, Fla., at the early age of 
5, and has been a faithful member of 
the church. Her husband and 2 chil- 


dren are also members of the Church 
of God here in Lakeland, their home. 

“My wife was saved, sanctified, and 
filled with the Holy Ghost in a revival 
conducted by Brother John L. Steph- 
ens at West Lake, Fla., in 1917. On the 
fifth night of December, 1926, I was 
saved in a revival conducted by Broth- 
er I. H. Marks; the night of the 10th I 
was sanctified, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and united with the Church of 
God.

HAITI CONVENTION

We have just closed our conventions 
with Brother ——° and the visitors. 
The Lord was with us and we had a 
wonderful time. We began January 25 
with the Port-au-Prince and the Fort 
Jacques conventions at the same time. 
I was at the Fort Jacques convention 
Friday night and Brother Stoppe was 
at the Port-au-Prince convention. The 
Lord blessed. Sunday morning on the 
Fort Jacques District we had 29 per- 
sons baptized in water, and Sunday 
night at Port-au-Prince we had 73 
persons baptized. The following Tues- 
day I attempted to take Brother Byrd 
to Cayes, and we were to visit a few of 
the churches there; however, on our 
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way the front motor support broke, 
and we were held up for several hours 
at Petit Goave. har gS we called down 
South and learned they were having 
a lot of rain, and thus we would prob- 
ably not be able to reach the churches 
after we arrived at Cayes. There was 
nothing more for us to do but to re- 
turn to Port-au-Prince; however, I 
was able to take him on the plains 
and show him four of our church 
memorials, plus the churches here in 
Port-au-Prince. 

On Friday, February 1, I received the 
2 loud-speaker sets which you sent. I 
was able to get them out of the Dou- 
ane and have one of them set up to 
take with me Saturday morning for 
our Petit Goave convention. We had 
wonderful services at Petit Goave, and 
on Sunday morning we baptized 122 
persons. Then our way back Sunday 
afternoon, at Leogane we baptized 26. 
We have a total of 250 so far, and, of 
course, we always have more than 100 
to be baptized at our Cayes conven- 
tion, which will be February 20-24. 

Just as soon as Brother Byrd got off 
the plane Sunday morning, the 27, we 
took him to the Port-au-Prince church 
and had him to preach on tithes. He 
— a wonderful sermon. In fact, 
t was so good that Brother Remus 
asked that he preach it the following 
week at his convention, so on the fol- 
lowing Saturday night he preached it 
again. It was so good then that we 
asked him to preach it at the Leogane 
convention. e next —— he 
gp pm it there at Leogane. I think 
t is going to mean a lot to us. In fact, 
I am hopeful that the tithes will in- 
crease $10.00 or $15.00 per month at 
the Port-au-Prince church because of 
this sermon. The other ministers who 
were with us this year preached good 
sermons, also. In fact, we feel very 
encouraged with our conventions, and 
think that they are the best we have 
had since we have been here.

TRENDS OF CHURCH MEMBERSHIP 
Excerpts from special report by the 
NCC Information Service 
In 1950, the 67 religious bodies hav- 
ing over 50,000 members had about 98 
per cent of all the members of the 
256 religious bodies in Continental 
United States, according to the reports 
made by official statisticians to the 
Yearbook of American Churches, 1951. 

Total church membership in 1950 
was equal to about 57 per cent of the 
total population, the highest percent- 
age ever reported. Of all church mem- 
bers in 1950, about 59 per cent could 
be classified as Protestant, about the 
same as was reported in the Census of 
Religious Bodies, 1906. It is probable 
that during the past 50 years the ma- 
jor faith groups have been “in about 
the same proportions to each other.” 

In the 24-year period, the total 
membership of the larger religious 
bodies increased from 53,397,575 to 85, 
319,274 persons, or 59.8 per cent. Dur- 

the same period, the population 
of Continental United States in- 
creased about 28.6 per cent. 


RELIGION IN BELGIUM 





Dr. O. Vansteenberghe, co-director 


of the Belgian Gospel Mission, founded 
in 1919, writes in the LIFE OF FAITH: 
“Belgium enjoys religious liberty, and 
except for remote rural communities 
where the priest often rules with an 
iron hand, we are able to preach the 
gospel in numerous towns and villages. 
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Cars with loudspeakers are used by 
some of our churches, while in other 
places the ordinary type of open-air 
work is carried on as soon and as 
long as weather permits it. Among 
Roman Catholic countries, Belgium is 
indeed a land of great opportunity for 
the Gospel. The people have not yet 
lost the sense of God, as is the case 
where Romish fanaticism has alien- 
ated people from all religion. Belgians 
are literate, and hunger more and 
more after knowledge. The Bible 
which used to be a book to be feared 
and shunned, is gaining favor with an 
increasing number of people, so much 
so that the Catholic Church feels she 
is losing her hold on them. In certain 
districts of France priests are earning 
their living as drivers, mechanics, 
coal-miners, etc., in order to reach 
their comrades. There are plans for 
modernizing the dress of certain nuns, 
or even letting them go out in ordin- 
ary dress, in order to reach more easily 
the masses who never come into a 
church building. 


UMT BILL DEFEATED BY PUBLIC 
EXPRESSION 

In a dramatic defeat of the admin- 
istration, the House of Representa- 
tives in Washington on March 4, over- 
whelmingly defeated the Universal 
Military Training Bill. Undoubtedly, 
the bill’s defeat was brought about by 
the thousands of letters which. have 
poured in on Congressmen from all 
parts of America, expressing the op- 
position of the people to any further 
regimentation of American life.

FEWER 


Because of the rapid withdrawals 
of missionaries from certain countries 
and in some cases their transfer to 
other areas, it is not possible to get 
a completely accurate enumeration of 
a number actively on the 
mission fields of the world today.

ly 10,300. Associated with them are 
some 50 thousand national church 
leaders, drawing a large part of their 
support from local sources. These na-
